His search, characterized by 
Surrogate S later as the most per­ 
sisten t and ingenious he had ever 
heard of, led him from a diary

pension records, old city d irector­ 
ies, new spaper files, policemen, ex­ 
pressm en and a Janitress. 
W hen Mrs. B urtis w as asked why 
sh* had not visited her sister and 
m other if she had suspected the 
relationship, she replied: 
‘‘W hen I heard C lara was grow ­ 
ing blind and w as sick, I yearned 
to see her but I never did. I could 
not prove th a t I w as her sister. I 
did not know th at I was. I could 
not tell how I would be received." 
T he father of C lara M orris w as a 
blacksm ith turned cab-driver, her 
m other w as a cook and servant. 
C lara w as born in Toronto, Ont., 
M arch 17, 1848. As a baby she was 
brought to Buffalo, 
w here Eliza 
w as born. 
Then, the tracing of the fam ily 
history indicates, the fath er d e se rt­ 
ed th e fam ily w hen C lara w as 3 
years old and Eliza 9 m onths. E li­ 
za w as adopted by Mr. and Mrs. 
H enry B. B urt, in w hose care her 
m other left her. In Cleveland, in 
1862, the m other w as engaged as a 
nurse to a fam ily nam ed Bosw orth 
who took her daughter C lara to 
their hearts. It was a t Cleveland 
th at C lara m ade her stage debut. 
C lara M orris, died in November, 
died.

Un* on certificate* of motor ve­ 
hicles registration a n i ownership 
to a point three-eighths of aa inch 
higher by officials of the division 
of motor vehicle* today resulted 
in an estimated saving of 99000. 
The change wa* made to com­ 
ply with postal regulations, which 
require that openings in envelopes 
to display addresses placed on en­ 
closed m atter must be a t least 
three-eighths of an Inch from the 
bottom and not less than an inch 
and three-sighths from 
the top.

OIL IS PAWN

2.—Soviet oil me nar# playing a 
waiting gam# in th# hop* of hold­ 
ing large oil reserves for decades 
after Am erica and other countries 
will have exhausted 
th eir 
own 
supplies. 
If successful, this policy would 
assure the R ussians of on# of th* 
m ost valuable trum p oards la th* 
diplom atic 
gamble 
and 
economic 
struggle of th# future. 
I could see 
this plan being 
w orked 
out 
In 
Grozny, the oil fields of w hich are 
second only to those of B aku. 
They are deliberately curtailing 
production in th# 
G rozny 
fields. 
W ere these oil wells and 
gushers 
allowed to work a t full 
capacity. 
their output could be doubled Im ­ 
mediately. 
I w atched th e Sovlst 
workers in th* Grozny oil fields as 
they turned on only tw o threads 
of the four of five-throad screw s 
on the 23 Grozny gushers. 
They 
are using a score of other technical 
tw ists to conserve th eir resources 
and avoid w aste in production. 
If 
the Soviet oil engineers ar* cal­ 
culating aright, th eir policy of oil 
conservation will a ssu re them of 
enormous oil treasu res long a ftsr 
the wells of other nations have 
been pumped dry. 
They a rs reck­ 
oning w ith the day w hen tho world 
will look to Grozny, B alai and to 
untapped oil regions of th # Soviet 
union for its petroleum . 
In the m eantim e, how ever, th* 
Soviet oil fields ar* by no m eans 
idle. 
Since their conquest of th* 
rich oil deposits of G rozny from 
the Russian w hite guards In IIM, 
the 
Soviet w orkers have trebled 
the Grozny o utput and will have 
increased it five tim es by 1932. Yet 
they have scarcely begun to tap 
the Im mense underground oil stores 
here, conservatively estim ated a t 
25,000,000 tons. 
D uring the past year, they also 
enlarged their oil experts, began to 
flood im portant E uropean m arkets 
w ith their products and undersold 
th# gigantic private concerns, suoh 
as Standard OII and Royal Dutch. 
T his created the im pression abroad 
th a t the R ussians w ere squander­ 
ing their oil and even selling a t 
a loss in order 
to 
secure 
cash 
quickly and m ake inroads upon th* 
m arkets of their rivals. 
T his Im­ 
pression would be dispelled, were it 
commonly known th a t th e Grozny 
field netted nearly 30,000,000 rou­ 
bles profits this year, although th# 
wells were being exploited a t only 
half their capacity. 
W hile they have 
system atically 
stem m ed the output 
of 
oil 
a t 
Grozny, th# 450 Soviet engineers 
and 17,000 w orkers in th* fields 
havs been engaged In rebuilding 
the charred ruins which they took 
over from their enem ies 
in 
1920. 
W hen 
the 
Red 
A rm y 
entered 
Grozny, the soldiers found the oil 
fields in flames. 
T hree precious 
gushers continued to b urn for 18 
m onths. 
Only 70 wells could be 
exploited. 
Civil w ar and privation 
had demoralized th e workm en. 
In visiting G rozny seven years 
after this chaos, I found 470 oil 
wells being 
worked. 
Production, 
which had am ounted to 70,000,000 
poods before the w ar, reached 191,- 
000,000 th is year. 
G rozny engin­ 
eers th is year drilled 12,450 m etres 
as com pared w ith 64,000 in IHS. 
If their w ork ru n s on schedule, 
the R ussians will be producing 365,- 
000,000 poods of oil in Grozny In 
1932. 
T ransport 
difficulties 
will 
prevent any large increase of o u t­ 
put next year. 
B ut In October, 
1928, they will have com pleted a 
new 420-mile pipeline from Grozny 
to T uapse on th e Black Sea a t a 
cost of 27,000,000 roubles w ith a a 
additional 27,000,000 roubles invest­ 
ed in new oil refineries a t Tuapse. 
T his pipeline will c arry (0,000,000 
poods of oil a year, an am ount 
which can be raised to 104,000,000 
by the erection of five m ore pum p­ 
ing stations along the line. 
Most 
of the money for the construction 
of the pipe line and T uapse re ­ 
fineries will be given to th e Grozny 
Oil company by th e S o -iet tre a s­ 
ury. 
This subsidy, however, will 
com pensate for only p a rt of tho 
heavy taxes and royalties w hich 
Grozny has paid to the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent in recent years. 
Besides investing 
in 
th* 
new 
pipeline, the Grozny oil m anage­ 
m ent has spent 11,578,000 on new 
homes for the w orkers. 
The vice president of th# Grozny 
Oil 
company, Alexei 
Paigatcheff, 
told me th at they intended to in­ 
vest all money available after tech­ 
nical im provem ents w ere executed, 
in im proving the living conditions 
of their employes. 
One of the innovations a t Grozny 
are the roads betw een the city and 
the outlying oil fields, five to fif­ 
teen m iles distant. 
Before th* re ­ 
volution, the Cosack farm ers and 
wild Chichensi tribesm en prevented 
the building of highw ays by refu s­ 
ing to yield th eir land 
for 
such 
purposes, their 
m otive 
being 
to 
profit 
by 
the 
h o rse-an d -wagon 
traffic, which 
would 
have 
been 
elim inated by th e laying of roads 
for m otor and steam vehicles. F or­ 
m erly the com pany engineers had 
to ride to the oil fields on horse­ 
back through m iles of ooze and 
mud. 
Now the 40 m iles 
of 
new 
highw ays and an equal expanse of 
railroad in Grozny has m ade tran s­ 
portation betw een the city and oil 
fields and am ong the fields easy 
and modern.

It la th ese things th at w e find 
phaalzed la the lesM n for to ­ 


day. and It should be noted th a t 
the portion of scrip tu re specific­ 
ally printed and under review Is 
taken a s a p art of a larg er lesson 
which 
includes th e third, fourth 
and 
fifth 
chapters 
of 
Isaiah’s 
prophecy. 
Isaiah turns here in his teaching 
to the form of poetry o r parable. 
H e sings the song of his w ell-be­ 
loved and of his vineyard in a very 
fruitful hill, a vineyard well p lan t­ 
ed and. cared for, from w hich th e 
stones havb been removed, which 
has been kept well cultivated, and 
In w hich a tow er and a winepress 


have been 
established, 
and 
then 
w hen th e 
vineyard 
should 
have 
brought forth grapes w hat w as the 
disappointm ent 
of 
the 
vineyard 
keeper to find th at it brought forth 
wild grapes! 
Is not this in deed and in tru th 
a real parable of life? 
How m uch 
of goodness in precept and exam ple 
have been lavished upon 
hum an 
life and yet it still 
brings 
forth 
so m uch of w ild fruit? 
W h at one of us reveals a proper 
beauty and fruitfulness of living a t 
a1! in proportion to the opportuni­ 
ties th a t he h as had, and to all the 
loving and care th at in home and 
school havs 
been 
lavished 
upon 
him ? 
Isaiah m akes his own application: 
'T h e vineyard of Jehovah of hosts 
is th e house of Israel, and the men 
of Ju d ah his pleasant plant; and he 
looked for Justice, but. behold, op­ 
pression: for righteousness, 
but, 
behold, a cry.” 
We, however, m ust m ake the a p ­ 
plication for our own 
time. 
The 
people of A m erica are the vineyard 
of th e Lord, A re we m aking 
th a t 
vineyard m ore productive in 
good 
works, in sim ple justice, in tru th , 
in love, and kindness? “Woe unto 
them ,” saith 
Isaiah, 
“th a t 
join 
house to house, th a t lay field to 
field, till there be no room !” 
Doea not th a t M und very m uch 
like som e of o u r m odern encroach­ 
m ents upon life? 
Individuals 
and 
corporations grasping and 
getting 
more and m ore under th eir control, 
until th e very life and happiness of 
the people is a t their mercy! 
O ther w rongs also th a t m ar the 
beauty of our m odern day w ere a p ­ 
parently present in 
Israel—"W oe 
unto them th a t rise up early in the 
morning, th a t 
they 
m ay 
follow 
strong drink; th at ta rry late 
into 
the night, till wine inflam e th em !” 
The death-dealing power of alcohol 
has been age-long in its m anifesta­ 
tions. 
T here is, in fact, even a 
certain 
am ount of justice and application 
in 
th is 
present 
jazzy 
age 
for 
Isaiah’s reference to the harp and 
the lute, and the tab ret and the 
pipe. 
No m an would w ant to decry the 
place of good m usic and the joy and 
excitem ent even of lively 
m usic, 
but can anyone listen-in 
to 
the 
radio night a fte r night w ithout a 
feeling th at o u r age is in some re ­ 
spects muslo m ad, or a t least th a t 
the g reat p art of our m usic, lf it be 
not on a low plane, seldom touches 
the higher spheres of life? 
It is not th e m an of religion or 
the rigid and strict 
m oralist 
who 
criticizes these things. 
They 
are 
quite as keenly criticized by peo­ 
ple w ho approach the whole m atter 
simply from the standpoint of a rt 
and good feeling. But one is often 
led to wonder w hether those things 
can ever be artistically great 
and 
beautiful in th eir 
sim plicity 
and 
purpose until they are refined and 
lifted up in a common consecration 
to the highest aspirations of m an— 
the things th a t relate him to the 
divine. 
A t any rate it ought to be suffic­ 
iently evident to the m ost casual 
student of th is lesson th at he is 
dealing not m erely w ith some a n ­ 
cient preachm ent th at is to be stu d ­ 
ied qnly in relation to a period of 
centuries ago. 
It is a docum ent of v ital and p er­ 
m anent tru th th at has come down 
to us through the great Book th at 
applies w ith keen reality to 
our 
own tim e. We ought to study it in 
the light of its significance for our

peace conferences. 
Kipling, In his poer. . voiced the 
international suspicions of the day. directed against 
Russia and told the story of “Adamzad, the bear 
that walks like a man,” and in this poem presumed 
to be Russia, which after inducing a hunter to dis­ 
arm himself, because o>f the bear’s apparent pitiable 
condition, arose and smote his unprotected victim 
to earth. 
Kipling questioned the sincerity of Russia’s dis­ 
arm ament proposals and intim ated that the sugges­ 
tion was made for the purpose of getting the rest 
o! the nations in a helpless condition, after which 
the bear would rise in all his might and smite them. 
And now comes Sqylet Russia, 
aga.n 
proposing 
world disarmament to the League of Nations and it 
I* received by England and some of the powers in 
the same spirit of skepticism as was the proposal 
of nearly thirty years ago, made by an Imperial 
Russia.

Thee hief danger arises, however, not so much 
from the original irritation as from the likelihood 
of secondary infection 
by 
pus-forming 
bacteria, 
which can attack easily a broken skin, but which 
co not affect seriously an unbroken one. 
Disinfection of the skin by the use of appropriate! 
cleaning after the worker leaves his work will pre­ 
vent much of this Infection.

He has laboratories in 
Italy, in England, on his yacht Electra, and in America where he is 
now visiting. 
We know a man of 70 who owned a little store, where any­ 
thing might be bought, from dry goods to water faucets. 
He re­ 
tired, sold out and moved to “a better climate.” 
In two months 
he was back and is negotiating for the purchase of his old place. 
“Every day here,” he said, “people would drop in to buy some 
little thing and say hello. The kids would buy candy. 
Next thing 
you know the same kids would w ant a football. 
Then they came 
around for a lawnmower. Then their kids would come in for candy. 
I’ve seen three generations grow up here and I know them all. 
“When I sold out I needed a rest. 
A week’s rest was really 
all I needed, because after that I thought I would go crazy look­ 
ing for some of the old friends to talk to, and trying to find 
something for my hands to do.”
